Continuation of 3. NOTE: The newly amended limitations "said probability ... being used to detect ..." indicates an intended use, but 
does not further limit the claim, because it does not necessarily have to be performed. The passive phrase "being used to detect" does not 
correspond to the active verb "detecting", because with the limitation "being used to detect" (unlike the limitation "detecting"), it is possible 
that nothing is ever detected. This scenario would have no concrete, useful, tangible result. 

Moreover, the newly-amended claims do not describe what the output or output device are, and neither does the specification. This raises 
issues of enablement and indefinateness. . 
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
